Gerald E. Meerkreebs, MD, recently brought his stel¬ 
lar 36-year medical career to a close, as he bid farewell 
to City of Hope Cancer Center. Dr. Meerkreebs had 
been director of Gastroenterology since 1976. 

“City of Hope will definitely feel the loss of Dr. 
Meerkreebs’ dedication, intellect and experience,” said 
John S. Kovach, MD, executive vice president for 
Medical and Scientific Affairs. "He was an outstand¬ 
ing physician, and a friend and mentor to many young 
physicians. He will be missed.” 

Dr. Meerkreebs joined City of Hope in 1961. Prior 
to that, he was in private practice in Washington, D.C., 
from 1959 to 1961. During that time, he also held a post 
in the U.S. State Department’s Department of Medicine. 

Following a stint as a pharmacist’s mate with the U.S. 
Navy in 1945, Dr. Meerkreebs enrolled at the Univer¬ 
sity of Toledo.

Charges for 
Blood 
Donations 

Senator Richard Mountjoy (R-Arcadia) has intro¬ 
duced legislation to change the law so individuals who 
donate blood to a specific person would no longer be 
charged for their donation. 

Today, when a parent donates blood to a child prior 
to an operation, for example, the parent must pay to 
donate the blood, and the child must pay to receive the 
blood. 

Senator Mountjoy noted that one family in his district 
has been charged to give blood for their daughter, who 
was undergoing a serious operation for cancer. The 
blood was not needed by the child during the operation. 
The blood bank sold the unused blood to someone else, 
and refused to refund the donation charge to the parents. 

“It is wonderful when family and friends step forward 
to donate blood to help during a crisis. To charge them 
for their good deed is simply wrong,” Senator Mountjoy 
stated. 

“Illness and surgery are stressful for everyone. Both 
emotionally and financially. I think we should encour¬ 
age family members to donate blood, rather than to dis¬ 
courage them by making them pay to donate,” Senator 
Mountjoy concluded. 

The Senate Health and Human Services Committee 
has not yet scheduled a hearing date for SB 1958.
